exact words of the czar in a recent in- 
terview, the substance of what his maj- 
esty said was as follows: 

“I look out over the world; I study 
our civilization and I do not find it 
very good. I see nations all engaged in 
seizing or trying to seize all the terri- 
tory not yet occupied by European pow- 
ers. I look at the results. They do 
not seem to me to be good. For the 
native races;what does imperial expan- 
sion mean? Too often opium, alcohol 
and all manner of foul disease, a great 
gulf between the governed and those 
who rule, and crushing taxation upon 
the natives for the blessings of this civ- 
ilization. And for the nations who 
seize, what does it mean? <A continual 
increase of suspicion, jealousy and 
rivalry; the heaping up of fleets and 
armies in order to take part in a scram- 
ble with the world, with the result that 
the army and navy are swallowing up 
more and more millions that should be 
used for the welfare of the people 
and the advancement of the world. 

On top are a very few very rich 
and comfortzble. Dowz below, with 
an ever incerasing pressure of taxes for 
armaments, is the great mass of poor 
people whose position is not very good. 

There is an ever increasing multitude 
of those below with tneir brooding dis- 
content ripening into socialism and de- 
veloping into all kinds of anarchy. No, 
I do not find oar civiization good. Why 
do we make it so? We have at the pres- 
ent: moment «arrived at the stage that 
we hae put all our very best manhood 
in the army. So much is this the case 
that we caznot mobilize the whole of 
our troops in\uropean countries with- 
out dislocating the whole fabric of the 
social community.- .War has become so 
expensive that no state can stand the 
strain of protracted war Without h.sving 
to look bankruptcy in the face, and we 
are so perfecting our moder Weapons 
of destruction that no army can go into 
the field without loosing so large a pro- 
portion of the officers that when the 
war is over, even if this army be vic- 
torious, the war will have inflicted 
irreparable loss on the country, what 
with disconnection caused by mobiliz- 
ing, what with empty exchequer, what 
with decimated ranks of leading and 
governing men, I see nothing before 
any nation but a terrible heritage of 
revolutionary anarchy.’’

SALISBURY PRAISED, 


The Farl of Selbourne Enlogizes Him 
for Establishing Cordial Re- 
lations With the U.S. 


Reading, England, Dec. 19.—At the 
opening of the Wellington club here 
to-day, the Earl of Selborne, under 
secretary for the colonies, discussing 
the foreign policy of the government, 
maintained that the Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s management of the relations 
between Great Britain andthe Unit- 
ed States alone entitled him to the 
absolute confidence of the country. 
The change which has taken placa 
from three years back, when both 
countries were discussing the -possi- 
bilities of war, would not have been 
possible except for the ccol, firm, 
far-seeing way in which the premier 
had dealt with the Venezuelan diffi- 
culty, Continuing, the Earl of Sel- 
borne said. “A very simple, but very 
great thing has happened. A misuu- 
derstanding has been removed. The 
peop'e of the United States had not 
understood Great Britain’s real feel- 
Ings towards them, Now they under- 
stund—that is all—but it is immence. 
Great Britain has not proposed to use 
the United States for her purpose any 
more than our friends across the At- 
lantic have propored to use Great 
Britain for their purpoce. Where our 
interests are identical we may h-p2 
for co-operation. When one country 
had an interest and the other has 
none, we may hope that the country 
not interested will do what it can 
to support its friends. Where the in- 
terests may unhappily tend to di- 
verge, they should hasten by mu-

Unfit for Sea Going. 
New York, Dec. 15.—The Herald 
|says: Naval officers believe that the 
battleship Massachusetts must go out 
of commission and a practically new 
keel and several frames must be sup- 
plied to her before she will be fit for 
E= This apprehension has _ been 


caused by an incomplete examination 
made by naval constructors and divers, 
which showed that her keel is buckled 
for two hundred and forty feet, and 
the frames are twisted in about sev- 
enteen different places in that distance. 
These injuries are the result of an ac- 
cident last Saturday when the big ves- 
sel struck a mass of rock near Diamond 
Reef and drove over it. Naval officers 
are now astonished at the fact that the 
big ship did not sink.

REVOLVERS IN COURT. 


A Judge and an Attorney Draw Their 
Guns—What the Judge Wonld 
Have Done. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 15.—A riot 
occurred in the first district of the po- 
lice court yesterday during which Judze 
Thos. N. Peabody on the bench; sat 
with his revolver in his hand, while 
Attorney J. D. Storts with uw drawn 
weapon denounced the judge is unmeas- 
ared terms because of a decision which 
he declared was unfair to his clients. 
The attorney was defending four women 
charged with being questionable char- 
acters and the judge declined to con- 
tinue the case for more than one day. 
This angered Storts, who drew his re- 
volver and launched into a lurid de- 
nunciation of the judge. The judge 
drew his revolver and called for officers 
to throw the attorney out. The officers 
responded and after a battle during 
which the furniture was jemolished, 
the lawyer was placed behind the bars. 
The case was then taken up and the 
women fined heavily. 

Last night while Judge Peabody was 
about to enter his home on Page boule- 
vard three women, supposed to be 
friends of Attorney Storts, sprang upon 
him and began assaulting him with 
their fists. The judge attempted to 
defend himself, but was overpowerea. 
He was being worsted when his cries 
attracted a private wirehouseman, who 
ran to his rescue and his assailants dis- 
appeared. The judge was bruised, but 
not seriously injured. 

Referring to the trouble in the court 
during the day the judge said: ‘‘When 
Storts made that charge at me with his 
revolver, of course I was prepared for 
him and I would have fired if it had 
not been that there were a dozen per- 
sons behind him. I considered that my 
life was in jeopardy and I meant to 
shoot at the first opportunity.’’ As 
there is bitterenmity between Attorney 
Storts and the judge it is feared there 
may yet be more serious trouble. 


Quebec Navagation.

RUSSIA WILL LEND HER ARMY TA 
CHINA IN CASE OF ATTACK. 


The Presence in Pekin of the Legation 
Guards Alone Saved the Life 
of the Chinese Emperor. 


Vancouver, Dec. 15.—Chinese papers 
received by the Empress of India de- 
clare that 2,000 men are to be handed 
over to Tord Charles Beresford to or- 
ganize as a nucleus of the Chinese dis- 
ciplined army of the future. Dispatches 
have been received from Nanking and 
Wa Chang t) the effect that the grand 
council has notified the vicervuys, of 
those cities to select a thousand men 
each from the Manchu garrisons of 
Kiangning (Nanking) and Ching Chow, 
near Shas; and have them ready to be 
turned over to the sole command of. 
Lord Charles ‘‘to be drilled according 
to the system of the British army.”’ 
Et has not yet been determined where 
the future camp is to be, but probably 
near Nanking or Chia Kiang. 

Hong Kong papers declare that re 
ports published of the} existence of a 
secret treaty between the Russian and 
Chinese governments are perfectly true. 
It is stated that a large force under 
Russian officers is ordered to Shanhaix- 
wan. The secret treaty existing be- 
tween Riesia and China is reported to 
be as follows: ‘‘Until the re-organiza- 
tion of the Chinese army and navy is 
completed, China shall have the assist- 
ance of the Russian army and navy for 
defence in case of emergency. In such 
case the command of the army and navy 
shall remain in the bands of Russian 
officers. The Chinese government shall 
make proper pecuniary compensation to 
the Russian army and navy when their 
services are required. The commander 
of the Russian army at Liaotung and 
Port Arthur shall hold himself at the 
orders of the Chinese government and 
may be called upon to render assistance 
at any time.’ 

Confirmation has been received of the 
telgeraphic reports that the Japanese 
minister, Yano, was received in audi- 
ence by the emperor and empress dow- 
ager. It is well understood now in 
Peking that tive intention of Manchus 
was to kill the emperor or formally 
depose him and his successor was 
chosen; but the attitude of the foreign 
ministers made them pause and the ar- 
rival of the legation guards made them 
conclede that they had better leave 
things as they are: meanwhile as two 
of the princes told a prominené resi- 
dent in Pekin: ‘ 

‘“*We let a foreign doctor see him to 
pacify the legations, but we don’t let 
him take any of the foreign doctor’s 
medicines.’’ So timerous are these 
Manchn princes tnat there is very little 
doubt that a really strong representation 
from: the foréign miaisters, backed by a 
movement on the part of the British 
fleet, would put the emperor really on 
his throne again. 

Marquis Ito is said to have expressed 
to Viscount Takashima and Marshall 
Nozu, when they paid a visit to him at 
Uisc, a very pessintistic view in regard 
to the future of the Chinese empire. 
There is no man in China who can res- 
oue her from impending collapse,”’ 
said he. The country is so big as to 
defy all attempt at renovating it. In- 
deed, I would not be surprised to find a 
sad fate overtake China within rather a 
short space of time, say three years.’’ 
Seeing that the affairs of the far east 
are in such a critical state the veteran 
statesman thinks that it is full time for 
the Japanese nation to do away with 
petty internal quarrels and to devote its 
whole energy to the solution of inter- 
national questions. 

The French have not had such a 
pleasant experience of Kwong Thau 
Wan as the Germans of Kiao Chan, the 
Russiauvs of Newehwang and the Eng- 
lish of Wei-Hai-Wei, but they are tak- 
ing steps to prevent the recurrence of 
the insulting attacks made by natives 
from time to time upon detached bodies 
of French men. The authorities at 
Hanol have sent two companies of 
European troops and more will follow, 
and they have already enlisted a num- 
ber of Chinese, who will serve as a na- 
tive garrison under European com- 
mand. Tonkin newspapers hope for a 
further increase of the garrisun at an 
early date. 


Friendly Relations Assured. 
Rome, Dec. 16.—During the debate 
on the budget in the Italian chamber of 
deputies today Admiral Canevaro, min 
ister of foreign affairs. referring to 


Italy’s foreign relations, said there had. 


been no chanse of policy with regard to 
alliances and ‘that the relations of Italy 
with other nxtions had never been so 
friendly as at th vresent time. ‘‘The 
government is particularly gratified,’’ 
he declared, ‘‘at the conclusion of the 
Franco-Italian treaty, which makes us 
confident of the ability of Italy to dis- 
pel the last traces of misunderstanding 
with France and to establish matnal 
cordiality and friendship. ’’ 


British Treasure. 

San Francisco, Dec. 15.—The steamer 
Alameda, from Australia, brought 
treasure amounting to $3,510,000. 
There were 120 boxes of English sover- 
eigns, 5,000 sovereigns in a box, and 
twenty-four boxes filled with bullion. 
The money is to settle in part the bal- 
amce of trade between this country and 


England.

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To Stop the Window Shade Flappins. 

The flapping of the window shade, 
when the sash is raised and the ehade 
lowered, is a serious annoyance to nerv- 
ous people, who aie generally light siecp- 
ers.

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HORRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


COLLAPSE OF AN GAS TANK CON- 
TAINING 8,000,000 GALLONS. 


a 
A Great Wave Deals Death and Des- 
truction in Its Path— Many 
Persons Killed. 


New York, Dec. 14.—The great steel 
gas tank of the Consolidated Gas con:- 
pany, at Avenne A and 20th street, 
the largest of its kind ‘in the world, 
collapsed at 5.30 o'clock this afternoon. 
It went down with a crash and roar, 
like a great explosion. Masonry, gran- 
ite blocks and bricks to the height of 50 
feet fell like a. child’s toy house of 
blocks, and eight million gallons of 
water, loosened from bondage, deluged 
the streets and in a ten foot tidal 
wave. carried -eath and destruction 
through the surrounding neighborhood. 
It is not kuown yet how many were 
killed and injured, but the list will be 
along one. Already the bodies of An- 
drew Wendt, a workingman, and Pius 
Brum, an engineer in an adjacent fac- 
tory building, have been recovered. 
About twnety-five people were injurd 
more or less severely or almost 
drowned. All of the most severely in- 
jured were taken to Bellevue hospital 
by a number of ambulances that came 
to the scene cf the disaster in answer 
to a general call. James O’Conor, 
foreman in Fuldner’s factory, adjoin- 
ing, and believed to bave been in the 
basement with Engineer Bram, who 
was killed, is missing. Many people 
were caught in the streets by the rush- 
ing waters and were burled hither and 


thither, receiving injuries of various 
kinds. 
W. J. Logan. of the Logan Iron 


works, of Greet Point Long Island, the 
contractor who.-as building the tank, 
arrived on tre scene within a few min- 
utes ufter’ the collapse, and was at once 
placea under arrest. Wm. H. Brai- 
lez, the chief engineer of the Consoli- 
dated Gas company, said to be jointly 
responsible for the work, with Con- 
tractor Logan, was also placed under 
arrest. To make the scene more ter- 
rible, the rushing waters tore up gas 
mains and destroyed electric lights 
causing e'most complete. darkness. 
This, later, was partially remedied, 
but the gas supply below Grand street 
was almost totally shut oft for the 
night. The plant of the Consolidated 
Gas company occupies several blocks in 
the neigh!-orhood of Avenue ‘‘A’’ and 
20th street. 

On Avenue A, beginning at Twen- 
tieth street, is tne five-story brick fac- 
tory of Henry Fuldner, mannfacturer 
of extension tables. The other half of 
the block is occupied by five-story tene- 
ments, the property of the Gas com- 
pany, and largely tenanted ,by its em- 
ployees. Immediately back of the fac- 
tory and tenements was the great stcel 
tank, 178 feet in diameter,and 160 feet 
high. Rising out of the yround, and 
to a height of fifty feet was built a 
great circular wall of granite and brick, 
many feet in thickness. This was filled 
with 8,000,000 gallons of water. The 
tank was supported by eight great steel 
uprights 212 feet high. The water in 
the pit fitting against the tank made it 
‘‘gas tight.’’ A gang of men were at 
work under a foreman filling the pit 
with water to make the first water test. 
The rgeat tank with a gas capacity of 
3,600,000 cubic fect, and costing $300,- 
000, seemed to withstand the test 
well. The representatives of the com- 
pany and the foreman in charge were 
congratulating themselves upon the suc- 


cess of the work. The laborers were| 


even beginning to gather up their tools 
to knock off. There were. many people 
on the streets and crowded street cars 
were coming and going; fifty or more 
men in the factory «wdjoining were fin- 
ishing up their tasks. Then, suddenly, 
and without a moment’s warning, came 
an awful crash. The men below had. 
scarcely time to fly from beneath the 
falling walls were they were picked up 
by the mass of rolling water and hurled 
hundreds of feet away. 

Into the basements the first and sec- 
ond floors of factories and tenements 
rushed the ungry floods, and with them 
went death and destruction. 

Workmen were shot out of the fac- 
tory windows and carried a block or 
more as if mere stars on the crest of the 
flood. Women were washed out of the 
flats from the first floors and almost 
drowned. Mary Ann O’Connell and 
her little four year old sister,Catherine, 
were seated at the front window on the 
second floor of No. 335 avenue A. Be- 
fore they could turn to flee a rush of 
water struck them, carrying them 
through the door and half a block down 
the street. Both were terribly injured, 
the little one perhaps fatally. Henry 
Faldner was taken up ‘bodily and 
carried almost to 21st street. Hig son 
was also carried out by the water, but 
was caught in the debris and but for the 
timely aftival of some workmen with 
axes he would have been drowned. 
Andrew Wendt, one of the killed, was 
near the base of the tank w it col- 
lapsed. He was caught by the rosbing 
waters and borne an almost incredible 
distance. His mangled ard almost naked 
totly was found against an elevated 
railroad pillar at 2Ist¢ street and Ist 
avenue. more than a block away. 

The lesa of the tank ‘aid to be com- 
plete is $300,000. It is impossible to 
make an estimate of damage to con- 
tiguous property. Tne collapse of the 
tan caused great incunvenience in the 
down town restaurants and hotels, the 
elevated stations, all the ferry houses 
and theatres. The morning -news- 
papers suffered more‘ than anyone else. 
Those that use had a vast 
amount of trouble’as a result of the 
failure of the gas pressure.

MR. CHARLTON’S LECTURE. 


e Shows That Canada’s Demands for 
Reciprocity Are Only Reasonable. 

Washington, Dec. 13.—John Charl- 
ton, M. P., lectured last evening on 
Abrahzm Lincoln. He had: for an 


{audience Commissioner Dingley and 


many congressmen and many public 
men. He made it the occasion for some 
interesting general remarks. Refer- 
ring to Anglo-American good-fellow- 
ship, which had grown ont of the Span- 
ish war, he said Canada shared in this 
feeling fully end the four commission- 
ers representing the Dominion at this 
moment in Washington were all men of 
advanced liberal views thoroughly ap- 
preciating America’s history and pro- 
gress and having pride in her greatness 
and success. They were sincerely de- 
sirous of securing relations between the 
two <Ang'o-Saxon states upon the 
American continent of a more cordial 
nature than those that had marked the 
years of the past since 1866. They 
came to Washington usking no favors, 
but simply asking that the American 
government should do them bare jus- 
tice. Their commervial attitude to- 
wards the United States was character- 
ized by a liberality which had not been 
extended to them in return. They gave 
American imports entry at an average 
duty of 121, per cent. The rate of duty 
upon dutiable imports’from the United 
States was less than from Great Brit- 
ain or any other country. This liberal 
trade policy had resulted in the impor- 
tation for consumption of 78,000,000 
worth of <Amerivan goods last year 
while under the restrictive policy of the 
United States they had been permitted 
toexport to that country of the pro- 
ducts of Canada less than $40,000,000. 
They had consumed last year of Amer- 
ican mabufactures over $35,000,000, 2 
sum nearly $7,000,000 in excess of 
their consumption of British manufac- 
tures. They had bought more of the 
products of the farm from the United 
States than they had sold to that 
country by three-fold and they asked 
for candid consideration of the actual 
commercial relations between the two 
countries and concessions in tho trade 
policy that were fair and within the 
bounds of reasonable request. 

Mr. Charlton then proceeded with an 
interesting and sympathetic sketch of 
the life of Lincoln.

For the past week 
Mr. Terry had been in a comatose con- 
dition, but he was conscious that the 
end was near. On Tuesday he said to 
his wife: ‘‘Dearest, I know I cannot 
escape this heart disease which makes 
me suffer so much. Please sing the 
air in which I heard you the first time, 
as from that day I loved you tenderly.”’ 
Mr. Terry, who died yesterday, leaves 
a daughter 16 years of age by his first 
marriage. The funeral will take place 
on Friday.

THE ENGLISH IN INDIA. 


How They Stand the Climate and 
Manage Domestic Affairs. 


It may be interesting to note how Eng- 
lish people live in India.. Those that have 
been used toaclimate like ours cannot, 
without great danger and sacrifice, live 
as the natives do, so they adopta stylo 
that prudence and experience have sug 
gested as best suited tothe conditions that 
exist there. 

In nearly all the larger cities the houses 
of the Europeans are.found in the sub 
uros, surrounded by large plots of ground. 
often four or fi¥e acres in extent. Thus 
the noisome smells of the thickly crowded 
native city are in a measure avoided, and 
one is shut out from the peculiar noises 
and cries and thrumming of oriental in 
struments of music and the clouds of dust 
that continually swell up from the great 
cities. 

The houses occupied by the Europeans 
are usually built ona plan that will a)- 
low of lofty rooms and ample ventilation 
They are only one story high and havo a 
Jarge veranda across the front and rear 
Thus the hot sun is kept out and free cir- 
culation is allowed. The kitchen is #% 
sinall house, all by itself, at one side of 
the dwelling house or in the rear. 

Owing to the extreme heat, white wom. 
en cannot pos-ibly do their own work 
The climate is such that manual work is 
siinply out of the question. Servants are 
easily obtainable, and with their assist- 
ance, when one hasa genius for manag- 
ing them, living in that country is not 
only tolerable, but even pleasant. Serv- 
ants will work indefinite hours each day 
for $1.50 a month and support themselves 
They are neat and quiet, and almost in- 
variably perfurm their respective duties 
m an efficient manner. It takes 12 or 15 
servants to runa house well Many Ia- 
dies have even a larger number. The 
matter of expense is not a serious matter 
to the wives of European officials, who 
draw excellent salaries.— Vick’s Magazine.

, The Last Execution at Tyburn. 

The last execution at Tyburn took place 
on Friday, Nov. 7, 1783, in the person of 
John Austin, convicted on the preceding 
Saturday of robbing John Spicer and cut- 
ting and wounding him in acruel man- 
ner. In Walford's ‘‘Old and New Lon- 
don” it is erroneously said that ‘“‘the last 
criminal executed here was one Ryland, 
who was hang (sic) for forgery in 1783.’ 
William Ryland was executed on Aug. 29, 
two months before the date of Austin’s 
conviction, and many a poor wretch made 
the fatal pilgrimage to Tyburn in the in- 
terval, hanging by wholesale being the 
tulo in those days. y 

The long procesaion westward had been 
attended hy such disgraceful scenes that 
the authorities resolved to hang criminals 
henceforth outside Newgate prison 
straight from thecondemned cell. Accord- 
ingly on Dec. 3, 1783, the recorder ordered 
the erection of a scaffold in front of the 
jail, of which a notice and descriptive en- 
graving appear tn Tho Gentleman's Maa 
zine for the same month, and on the 10th 
the new hanging place was inaugurated 
by the execution of ten malefactors.—

The Age of an Oyster.

MUNICIPAL VS. POLITICAL 
AFFAIRS. 


In reporting the public meeting of the 
‘ratepayers of Regina, The Leader makes 
the following timely remarks, which are 
appliceble to nearly every town in the 
Territories, Moose Jaw included : 


When one thinks of the relative im- 
portance of municipal and political affairs. 
sand the notorious disparity of interest 
displayed by the average citizen in the 
one as compared with the other, the 
-question forces itself into notice, Whether 
or not the Average Citizen is after alla 
rational and thinking being ? The usual 

litical meeting whether related to 

ederal or Territorial affairs, fills the Re- 
gina town hall tothe edge of the wainscot. 
A municipal meeting fails to draw a crowd 
as large as will collect ona street corner 
in five minutes if two dogs get into a 
tangle, and scarcely justifies the lighting 
of a fire or the turning on of the incan- 
‘descent lamps. Last year’s civic meeting 
found ample accommodation in the 
council chamber, and last Friday night's 
gathering would have hada less straggley 
appearance had it been held in a place 
less spacious than the town hall. 

Electors will lieawake at nights ponder- 

ing the momentous political problems 
when an election is on for seats in Parlia- 
ment or Assembly. They will drive their 
horses to death and empty their purses to 
the last cent in the interest of the side 
upon which they range themselves. A 
month’s time almost wholly devoted toa 
campaign iscounted nothing. At the 
time of such election the Average Citizen 
gets into a state of eagerness and suspense 
which could only be justified if the ques- 
tion involved the importance of iife and 
death. Isever the question so important? 
The political issues are doubtless very 
important and political principles are 
worthy of interest and of exertion. But 
compared with the question of municipal 
mapagement, are they really so much 
more important as to warrant the very 
anuch greater interest and exertion which 
are felt in them and put forth in their 
behalf ? There is only one answer. The 
fact seems to be that relatively undue 
importance is attached to political and 
civic affairs. The former are not in- 
trinsically so important as to justify the 
exceeding interest displayed in them,and 
the latter deserve very much greater in- 
terest and attention than is given them. 

The annual tax levied and collected by 
the Regina town council amounts to 
nearly 89 per head of population. What 
is the Territorial tax ? Nothing. What 
is the Dominion tax ? We have not the 
precise figures at hand, but may safely 
say that it is not nearly so much as §9. 
Counting the population of the Dominion 
at 5,000,000, and the total annual revenue 
at $40,000,000 it wiil be seen that the 
total federal collections from the people 
of Canada are not more than @8 per head. 
and of this sum considerable portions go 
tothe provincial governments for ex- 
penditure and through them back to the 
municipalities and school boards. Five 
orsix dollars a head is probably the 
limit of expenditures by the Dominion 
Government. Including the Government 
grants for schools the annual expendi- 
ture made by the school beard and town 
council of Regina will be in the neighbor- 

ood of $11 per head of population.

Fabaloas Werth of the Gems In the 
Peacock Throne Roon. 


Who has not heard of the Persian jowcls 
—their glory, their number, their frice 
less worth? When the doors wero unlocked 
and I was taken into the peacock throre 
room, I found myself surrounded by 4 
mass of weaith unequaled in the world 
Nowhere are such treasures, but nowhcrv 
also is there such an accumulation of rub 
bish. I will, however, dismiss the rub 
bish and refer only to the treasures. Down 
each side of the room were chairs entirely 
covered with sheeted gold, and at intervals 
were tables of gold, nailed, I shuddered to 
note, with the commonest of black headed 
nails. 

At the far end of the room was the won 
der of the world, the peacock throne 
Whether it is one of the seven thrones of 
tho Great Mogul and was brought from 
Delhi I don’t know, but it is certainly the 
most costly ornament that the eye of nap 
can look upon.

A Large and Commodious Build- 
ing Fitted With Up-to-Date 
Gents’ Furnishings. 

One of the many handsome buildings 
erected in Moose Jaw this year is the 
large and commodious store of Mr. M. J. 
MacLeod, * the up-to-date clothier and 
furnisher,” the ground floor of which was 
completed last week. While on” a repor- 
torial round the other day a Times re- 
porter dropped in and found the genial 
~Mac.’ hard at work ss ‘ fixing up tie hut 
nevertheless he left off work and showed 
us through. The new store is situated 
on the west side of Main street and hasa 
frontave of 27 fect and extends hack 65 
fect. The building, which cost about 
25,000.00, is two stories high with full 
basement and is built with Moose Jaw 
red bric ‘+k, the front being finished with 
Calgary sandstone. The two large plate 
vindows are 68 by 118 inches with 
glass one-quarter Inch thick. The base 
ment is used as a furnace and store room, 
the ground floor is used as the store, and 
the upstairs is divided into offices and 
rooms.
